CITIZEN CRANSTOUN 


Said He Was Forcibly Exiled from 
Hawaii. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—The State De- 
partment will take vigorous measures in 
the case of J. Cramstoun who arrived at 
Vancouver yesterday on the Warrimo, an 
exile from Hawaii. 

A brief sitatemenlt has been received 
from the United States commercial agent 
at Vancouver alleging that Cranstoun, wh> 
is an American citizen, is guiltless of any 
participation in the rebellion, and was 
forcibly placed aboard the steamer and 
exiled without any trial, and to his severe 
pecuniary loss. Minister Willis took his 
deposition before he was exiled from 
Hawaii and is undoubtedly fully investi- 
gating the matter there. Should Cranstoun’s 


assertions be borne out by @quiry there 
can be but little question t he will 
have a good claim for ind ty against 


the Hawaiian government.

VANCOUVER (B. C., Feb. 11.—The trio

An Accident to Her Steering dies 
Was the Cause of Her 
Delay. 


The News Spreads Quickly—Hun- 
dreds of Persons Besiege the 


Company, and Laugh and 
Weep with Joy.

SANDY HOOK, Feb. 11.— The Freneh 
liner, La Gascogne, has just anchored gut- 
side the bar at 11:21 p.m. 

JOYFUL NEWS. 

QUARANTINE L. I.) Feb. 11.—When 
the Associated Press dispatch at 3:35 p.m., 
first announced that the La Gascogne was 
sighted off Fire Island, flags, previously 
agreed upon as signals, 
the office of the French line, upon the 
World building, and over the offices of all 
the Associated Press newspapers, joyfully 
announcing to New York, and through the 
wires of the Associated Press to the 
United States and Canada, that the long- 
overdue steamer was safe. As soon as the 
news was received, two tugs carrying 
newspaper men and steamship = 
started down the bay. 

The trip down to ab in the 
moonlight, erashing through the ice, was a 
delightfully bracing experience, in spite 
of the cold. One and all seemed to feel 
the excitement of thé moment, the foy 
felt on the receipt of the news telling of 
the rescue, apparently from a terrible ca- 
lamity, of about 450 souls and a splendid 
ocean steamship, valued at about $1,000,- 
000, and having on board a cargo valued 
at about $500,000.. 

In lo- bound quarantine, that part Se 
Staten Island was hemmed in by an ap- 
parently impenetrable ice field; all was 


light and jollity. The first and only break 


in the monotony of the night’s cold watch 
‘on the snow-clad shores of Staten Island, 


was the. sighting, coming around Fort |

from Mediterranean ports. It was believed 
sha had passed near the La Gascogne. The

At the Ricans of a World reporter, Mr. 
Mix, a representative of the ‘Thomson- 
Houston Electric Company, one of the 
cabin passengers, hastily wrote out the 
following statement, which he threw 
aboard the World tug: 

“All went well until January 29, three 
days after sailing from Havre, when the 
ship was stopped, and the passengers on 
inquiry as to the cause, were informed that 
a part of the machinery had broken down. 
The information was a surprise to the pas- 
sengers, who were unaware at the time 
that an accident had occurred. There had 
been no shock sufficient to cause alarm. 
The passengers had notie d a commotion 
among the crew and officers ceusequent 
upon the breaking down, and when in¢fuir- 
les were made by the passengers the of- 
ficers made no attempt to conc2al the true 
facts. We learned that the pis- 


ton 

had been broken. thus inca⸗ 
pacitating the machinery. The engine 
no bein etepred as soon a3 o sible, and 
the steamer fell off into the trough of the 
sea Which was not heavy at he time. The 
passengers were CGuite ccol and bad no 
apprehension of danger. In fact we were 
not at first distressed by the knowledge 
of the accident. We lay to for sixteen 
hours while the full corps of engineers 
were working on the fractured cylinders. 
After the second break-down all was g- 
ing on well but for a terrible storm 
which beset the disabled vessel on the 
4th of this month. It struck us while we 
were laying-to making repairs. The ves- 
sel pitched and tossed frightfully in the 
gale, and for the first time since the 
breakdown the passengers felt uneasy. 
The engineers were unable to work be- 
cause of the wolent tossing to the ship. 
A gale burdened with sleet and snow 
came out of the west with terrific force, 
and the vessel pitched and tossed in the 
ferment. But for the storm the passengers 
would uct have expressed any anxiety. 
We cannot say too much in praise of the 
captain and officers, who behaved manfully 
and did all in their power to make our 
lot as comfortable as possible.“

FURTHER PARTICULARS • 


Ot the Accident to the Steamer La 
gne. 

QUARANTINE, Feb. 11.—La Gascogne, 
the long-overdue French steamer, limped 
into port with three red lights hanging 
from her mizzenmast, as a signal that 
she was disabled. Her passengers were 
all on deck, some of them singing and most 
of them cheering, as persons are wont 
to do when their minds are suddenly 
relieved of a heavy burden. For thirteen 
days of a voyage lasting sixteen days, the 
ship had been diabled. It was compara- 
tively cool weather when the break oc- 
ourred, but the steamer was doomed to 
run into some of the nastiest weather of 
her voyages. When the break had been 
repaired the steamer proceeded on her 
way, but under reduced speed. When near 
the banks of New Foundland, La Gas- 
cogne ran into a gale that imcreased to 
hurricane force. While off Sable Island, 
February 5, the machinery broke down 
again, and the steamer was again hove to, 
this time for forty-one hours. During all 
this period the engime did not make a 
single revolution. When the second re- 
pairs had been made, the steamer started 
forward once more, under still further re- 
duced power, and headed toward the Long 
Island coast. 

It is a remarkable fact that during the 
entire. voyage across the Atlantic La 
Gascogne did not sight a steamer until 
she passed one bound for Philadelphia late 
on Sunday.

‘RECEPTION OF THE NEWS. 


N Shake Hands, Laugh and 
Weep with Joy. 

‘NEW YORK, Feb. 11.—Not, since the 
Umbria was reported two years ago, after 
a perilous voyage across the Atlantic with 
a broken shaft, has there been such ex- 
eitement in this city as this evening. 
When the news was flashed across the 


missing La Gascogne had been sighted off 
Fire Island, the inference that the French 
line steamer was safe did not for some 
time reassure the generally incredulous 
public. It was too good to be true, and it 
was only when the bulletin was announced 
that La Gascogme was slowly making 
her way to her port of destination that 
the long, pert-up feeling of those who 
had anxiously waited, day by day, for the 
tidings of the missing craft broke out. 

In every hotel, in every club, in almost 
every home in che city the soie topic of 
conversation was the arrival of the snip, 
the hope of hose rescue from tus ter- 
ric storms whic: have caused such ter- 
riple disasters in the maritime worlä, 
had almost deserte tue hearts of the most 
sanguine. 

In the offices of the French line the 
scene when the telegram was received 
announcing the safety of the big liner, 


was a striking one. @ news spread ture me.“ 


quickly through the eity. Hundreds of 
persons besieged the pier of the com- 
pany as though they expected La Gas- 
cogne would, in an hour or two be 
moored at her dock. This crowd was 
reinforced every moment. Friends of 
French passengers made query after query 
of Mr. West, the superintendnt of the 
line. The only information vouchsafe by 
him was that the ship was safe. They 
shook hands with each other and laughed 
and wept for joy. Over a thousand people 
decided on staying on the dock until La 
Gascogne arrived, and it was only when 
a conspicuous announcement was posted 
on the outside of the company’s pier 
that she would not leave quarantine un- 
til tomorrow morning, that anxious watch- 
ers slowly went to their homes.

La Gascogne is a two-masted steel-screw 
steamer. built in 1886 at Lazyne, France.

Her dimensions are 480 feet length, 
52.3 beam and 34.1 depth of hold. She was 
last surveyed in New York in February, 
1894.

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 11.—SENATE.— 
The Anti-cigarette Bill passed the Senate 
unanimously this morning, The Judiciary 
Committee has favorably rècommende it in 
the Assembly. The military appropriation 
has been increased to $185,000, and made 
to include the expenses of the naval 
battalion. The appropriation of $40,000 
for the State Printer to manufacture 
school text books was reduced one-half. 
Speaker Lynch said the whole system of 
printing school books was wrong. They 
were a disgrace to the State, badly 
printed, full of inaccuracies. 

The Senate held a short session this 
afternoon. Gov. Budd’s appointment of 
H. I. Emeric, as Fish Commissioner, was 
confirmed by a unanimous vote. Senator 
Androus of Los Angeles introduced a 
resclution for the appointment of a 
special committee of three to investigate 
the rates of pilotage charged by the 
pilots of the port of San Francisco dur- 
ing the last four years. The resolution 
was referred to the Committee on Com- 
merce and Navigation. 

Assembly bill No. 449, by Mr. Lynch, to 
permit the reorganization of district ag- 
ricultural societies, the validity of whose 
incorporation is questioned, was ; 
Senator McGowan's bill to prevent de- 
ception in the manufacture and sale of 
butter and cheese, and appropriating $12,- 
000 for the expenses of a State Dairy. 
Bureau, which the act creates, was passed. 
Senator MeAllister's bill to reimburse 
Marin ‘county for $3050 expended in the 
prosecution of crimes committed in the 
San Quentin penitentiary, was passed. 
The Senate also passed bills carrying 
apppropriations in the following amounts 
to meet deficiencies in the appropriations 
for the past two years: : 

For postage, etc., used in the Secretary 
of State's office, $700; for the support of 
the Stockton Insane Asylum, $15,000; for 
contingent expenses of the 
Senate, $371. 

A bill appropriating $15,000 for repairs 
at the Stockton Insane Asylum, was also 
passed. 

Among the bills introduced was one by 
Senator Earl of Alameda, to adopt the 
golden poppy as the State flower of Call- 
fornia. 

ASSEMBLY.—Mr. Brusie, chairman of

introduced a resolution to permit his com- 
mittee to investigate the telepnune mo- 
nopoly. He said the revenue was too great 
for the taxes it pays. It was adopted. 

When the Assembly convened after the 
noon recess, Speaker Lynch announced 
that W. H. Rice, an assistant enrolling 
clerk, had persistently neglected to per- 
form. his duties and he therefore declared 
Rice to be no longer an employee of the 
Assembly. On motion of Mr. Pendle- 
ton, Speaker Lynch’s action was sus- 
tained. Rice is a San Francisco saloon- 
keeper who has been drawing $8 a day, 
though he remained in San Francisco. 

Assembly Constitutional Amendment No. 
33 to repeal the mortgage tax law, which 
was defeated on Friday, at last came up 
on Mr. Pendleton's motion to reconsider. 
the vote by which it was defeated. Upon 
another vote being taken the amendment 
was adopted by a vote of 55 to 10. 

The Assembly then took up and passed 
the following deficiency appropriation bills. 

To apropriate $1300 for the transporta- 
tion of prisoners; to appropriate $15,000 
for the support of the Stockton Insane 
Asylum; to appropriate $700 for postage, 
etc., used in the Secretary of State’s of- 
fice; to appropriate $5000 for the support 
of the State Normal School at Los An- 
geles; to appropriate $1300 for arresting 
criminals without the State.

DIED SUDDENLY. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 11-—W. W. 
Stow, one of the Golden Gate Park Com- 
misioners and a well-known politician, 
died suddenly in his office this afternoon. 
He was stricken with apoplexy at 3:30 
o'clock and expired half an hour later. 
Mr. Stow was born in Binghamton, N. 
Y., and has resided in California since 


1852. He practiced law for many years 


and died a rich man, owning large tracts 
of agricultural lands. He was 71 years of 
age. He was chiefly noted in California 
as a political manager. 

W. W. Stow came of Revolutionary stock, 
His grandfather served with the American 


side he was of the prominent Whitney 
family of New York, of which ex-Secretary 
Whitney is representative. His uncle, 
Joshua Whitney, was noted in the indus- 
tries of that State. He owned large tim- 
ber lands and was a heavy shipper. 

was born in Binghamton, N. 

He received an excellent education, 
finishing at Hamilton College. Afterwards 
he entered upon the study of law. Ad- 
mitted by the Supreme Court of New York 
he practiced there from 1849 until he left 
for this State. ; 

Mr. Stow arrived in this State in May, 
1852, having made the journey by way of 
Nicaragua, and with California he was al- 
ways afterwards identified. 

Mr. Stow first settled in Santa Cruz 
county, and in 1853 was elected to the 
Legislature from that county as an inde- 
pendent candidate. He was a Whig in pol- 
ities then, and the country was Demo- 
cratic, but he was elected. Again, in 1854, 
he was elected, and at th convening of 
the Legislature of 1855 he was chosen 
Speaker of the House. He declined other 
political office and resumed law practice, 
settling in this city. In 1858 he formed a 
partnership with his brother-in-law, Mr. 
Patterson. In 1860 W. T. Wallace joined 
the firm. 

In 1872 the firm dissolved. Mr. Stow 
was one of the counsel for the Central Pa- 
cific for many years, and acted as their 
agent in various ways up to-the time of 
his death. 

In 1868 Mr. Stow invested heavily in 
land in the southern counties. Among his 
investments was one of 50,000 acres in San 
Luis Obispo county. His investments made 
him a rich man. He also interested him- 
self in mines and was successful. 

Mr. Stow leaves a family of four sons 
and two daughters.

Adrain Hayward was then called to the 
stand, and a buzz of subdued interest went 
around the courtroom. He stated that he 
was 38 years old and Harry was 29 years 
of age.

PRESIDENTIAL MESSAGE. 


Its Relation to Bering Sea Sealing 


Interests.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—The President 
today sent the following message to Con- 
‘gress: To the Senate: On the 8th day 
of January F received a copy of the fol- 
lowing Senate resolution: ‘Resolved, that 
the President be required, if not incom- 
patible with public interest, to communi- 
cate to the Senate all reports, documents 
and other papers, ‘including the. logs of 
vessels relating to the enforcement of reg- 
ulations, respecting fur seals, adopted by 
the government of the United States and 
Great Britain in accordance with the de- 
cision of the tribunal of arbitration con- 
vened at Paris, and the regulations un- 
der which said reports are required by 
trade as well as relating to the number 
of seals taken during the season of 1894 
by pelagic hunters and by the lessees of 
the Pribylov and Commander Islands, 
also relating to the steps which may have 
taken to extend said regulations to 
the Asiatic’ waters of the North Pacific 
Ocean and Bering Sea and to secure the 
concurrence of other nations in said reg- 
ulations; and fufther, all papers not here- 
tofore published, including the communi- 
cations of the agent of the United States 
before said tribunal at Paris relating to 
claims of the British government on ac- 
count of seizure of sealing vessels in Be- 
ring Sea.’ 

“In compliance with safd request I 
herewith transmit sundry papers, docu- 
ments and reports which have been, re- 
turned to me by the Secretary of State, 
the Secretary of the Treasury and the 
Secretary of the Navy, to whom said res- 
olution was referred. I am not in pos- 
session of any further information touch- 
ing the various subjects embodied in such 
resolution. It will be seen from the let- 
ter of the Secretary of the Navy, accom- 
panying the papers and documents sent 
from his department, that it is impossi- 
ble to furnish at this time the complete 
log-bocks of some of the naval vessels re- 
ferred to in the resolution, but I venture 
to express the hope that the reports of 
the commanders of such vessels herewith 
submitted will be found to contain in sub- 
stance so much of the matter recorded 
in said log-books as are important in an- 
swering the inquiries addressed to me by 


the Senate.

front with remedies that are warranted 


to be a certain and speedy cure for the 


disease, so today, when the body politic 
is afflicted With what Mr. Cleveland terms 
a “predicament,” there are plenty of ama- 
teur financial physicians who are ready to 
prescribe for the patient. These prescrip- 
tions vary all the way from a diet of 
“paper straight” to one of solid gold. 
Some would have the government take 
the entire charge of the currency ques- 
tion, while others would leave this Im- 
portant duty entirely to the banks. In the 
midst of such a multiplicity of counselors 
the citizen is naturally inclined to become 
embarrassed, and this gives the financial 
sharps, many of whom are personally in- 
terested in some scheme of financial re- 
form, a chance to work their theories. It 
is much the same as when the American 
people leave their political affairs to be 
conducted by so-called political leaders, 
and then set up a loud wail after these 
leaders have led them into a hole. It 
appears to the average citizen, who is 
neither 4 silverite nor a ‘‘goldbug’’— 
neither a large bondholder nor a s0- 
clalist—that it is one of the first and most 
natural functions of a government to con- 
trol the circulating medium which passes 
current from one end to another of that 
country, wherever the national flag is 
found. To relegate the power of issuing 
a circulating medium to combinations of 
individuals known as banks is a step 
backward toward the time wher almost 
anyone who had some capital and a good 
deal of assurance, was permitted to circu- 
late tokens bearing his stamp, either upon 
paper or metal, or in some cases, in an- 
cient times, upon leather and wood. 7 
There is one striking statement which 
shows how narrow is the margin of safety 
between confidence and mistrust in the 
case of the banks in this country. This 
statement shows the financial condition

That is to say, the banks of the country 
of all descriptions hold less than 12 per 
cent. of the money on hand, which is due 
both to depositors and others. Of course 
they have securities which, when realized 
upon, would be sufficient to pay off their 
indebtedness and leave something over, 
but it is not possible to turn large amounts 
of such securities into ready money in a 
very short time, especially when there is 
a feeling of distrust abroad among the 
people, and it is just then that there is 
most likely to be a loud call for money. 
In the case of the government of a country 
like the United States, the fact that there 
is not sufficient coin or hand to liquidate 
more than a small percentage of the in- 
debtedness does not by any means repre- 
sent a similar condition of affairs, because 
the power of a great and wealthy courtry 
like this to raise an almost unlimited 
amount of money is recognized. Nobody 
is likely to entertain any fear that the 
United States may go bankrupt, whereas 
in times of financial excitement and mis- 
trust there is no bank, however solid and 


suspicion. 

It also seems to the average citizen a 
round-about way for the government to Jet 
the banks issue notes and then guarantee 


those notes, when the government might 


“just as well issue such notes itself. These 
are ideas on the subject that are fre- 
quently held and expressed among citi- 
zens who do not pretend to be financial 
experts. It is noticeable, however, that 
the ‘‘feenanceer’ entertains as thorough 
a contempt of the average citizen when 
the latter ventures to express any opin- 
ions on financial matters as doctors, law- 
yers and preachers do of the rash layman 
who has the effrontry to tresspass into 
their domains. 


This bes to be a good year all 
around for the producers of this State. 
Even the wine men are likely to share 
in the general prosperity. The late con- 
vention of wine men in San Francisco 
has already had the result of stiffening 
prices. The California Wine-makers’ Cor- 
poration, with headquarters in San Fran- 
cisco, the organization of which was re- 
cently noted in The Times, has sold 
1,000,000 gallons of wine of the ordinary 
white and red brands to the firm of 
Lachman & Jacoby at 12% to 13 cents 
a gallon. It is stated that another mill- 
ion gallons will be sold within a few 
Gays on the same terms. 

These are the first sales made by the 
united producers, and mean the distri- 
bution of some $250,000 among the stock- 
holders. The corporation controls 10. 
000,000 gallons of wine. Last year 14,- 
000,000 gallons of wine were exported 
from this State. These figures will be 
exceeded this year. 

Even yet the price of sound, ordinary 
dry wines has not been officially fixed, 
but it has been agreed by the directors 
of the Wine-makers’ 
shall be 15 cents a gallon in medium lots. 
In the case of large sales, such as that 
made to Lachman & Jacoby, and the op- 
tion now pending, special terms will 
probably be made. Special prices will 
be made for superior brands, and in 
most cases the individual producer. will 
be able to care for them without the in- 
tervention of the corporation. It is less 
than a year now since the combination of 
winemakers was first agitated, and the 
result of an advance of 8 cents a gallon 
on the 10,000,000 gallons held on last 
year’s crop will mean a clear profit of 
$800,000 to the producers of California 
dry wines. 

Six months ago à report was made to 
the Agricultural Institute of Paris of Cal- 
ifornia wines by a committee of wine ex- 
perts. A full summary of the report 
made by this committee has been for- 
warded to the State Department. When 
it is remembered that the gentlemen who 
make the report are interested in the 
French industry the conclusions which 
they arrived at cannot be considered 
unfavorable. 

The committee finds that the best wine 
made in this State belongs to the class 
of vins ordinaires and compares not un- 
favorably with the French wine of the 
same class. The committee notes that 
it does not improve with age and is at 
its best at two years old. The red wine 
is better than the white. As to the 


imported from Burgundy and the Bor- 
deaux region, the verdict is that while 
they are ‘generally good and not lack- 
ing in aroma and clearness, they do not 
possess the bouquet of the French wines. 
and are harsh and rasp the throat. As 
to the Port. Xeres, Malaga and muscat 
grown in Southern California, the com- 
mittee considers them equal to the pro- 
duct of Spain and Portugal. Judging from 
the samples laid before them by M. F. 
Gos, the committee suggests that the 
region north of San Francisco—that is, 
Napa and Sonoma valleys—is the best for 
dry wines, the middle region for or- 
dinary wines, and Southern California for 
sweet wines and brandies. ) 

This is in line with suggestions that 
have been made in The Times on several 
occasions during the past few years. The 
State of California extends from north to 
south a distance of several bundred miles, 
and within those limits may be found ‘the 
climate of every country of Europe. not 
excepting Russia. In a hot climate where

make light French claréts or light Rhine 
wines in the south of Spain as to expect 
to turn out light wines of the finest 
quality in the southern part of Southern 
California. Southern California has the 
climate of Spain, Portugal, Italy, Algeria, 
Greece and Asia Minor, where the strong 
sweet wines of Europe are made. In the 
northern part of the State are to be 
found climates which much resemble 
those of France and Germany, and it is 
to these sections that we must naturally 
dook for the supply of choice light wines 
containing a small amount of alcohol. 
On the other band, consumers will be- 
come accustomed to looking toward South- 
‘ern California for choice sweet wines, 
such as ports, sherries, muscatels, and 
angelicas. Some remarkably fine brandies 
are already manufagtured in this section. 

Of course, the railroads’ could not see 
the wine men get a chance to make a 
little profit on their product, after many 
years of heavy losses, without jumping 
in to share the advance. In the case of 
the orange growers, the railroads prom- 
ised not to raise the rates, but they got 
around this by charging for weight, in- 
stead of by the box, which is practically 
an increase in the rate. In the case of 
wine no such subterfuge was attempted. 
but a direct raise of more than, 50 per 
cent. was made, the rate being increased 
from 30 to 50 cents per hundred pounds 
to New York. This increased cost of 
California wine to Eastern consumers 
from 3 to 5 cents per gallon, will, of 
course, give the wine men in the East 
who have large stocks, a decided advan- 
tage, as they will be able, if they wish, 
to sell at a lower price than those who 
are forced to pay the new rate. It might 
have been hoped that the railroad com- 
panies would have allowed the wine men 
at least one season to make a little money 
on their shipments before marking up 
the freight rates. 


_ GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

Among the numerous sources of wealth 
that have been much neglected in this 
section is the growing of eucalyptus or 
blue-gum trees for fuel. It is true that 
something has been done in this line, and 
with very good results, but the fact that 
success has attended these efforts makes 
it all the more remarkable that a greater 
area of land has not been planted to this 
rapidly-growing tree. For the lazy man 
there is certainly no better crop to be im- 
agined, after the trees are started, which 
is a comparatively easy matter. All that 
is necessary is to cut them the first time 
after five years and subsequently every 
three or four years. If a man has forty 
acres in blue gums he may travel in 
Europe if he pleases and come every five 
years to attend to the cutting; or he may 
even have that done through an agent. 
Insect and other pests give the eucalyptus 
a wide berth. One point that is necessary 
to observe is that the trees should be 
planted within reasonable reach of a mar- 
ket, where there is a good demand for 
wood. Such a market is Los Angeles, 
where, in spite of the general introduction 
of gas, gasoline and coal oil, there is still 
used a large amount of wood, besides 
which, in the manufacture of bricks, wood 
will always be used. 

As to the profits of blue-gum culture, a 
number of estimates agree that, counting 
from the date they are planted, these trees 
should 3 a profit of not less than $50 
per acre per annum. J. W. Potts, who 
planted the first gum trees in Los Ange- 
les, and who has given a large amount of 
attention to this subject, informs The 
Times that he has cut nine trees 5 years 
of age, which made one cord of stove wood. 
Allowing $5 per cord net, in an average 
year. which is about the price obtained 
for this wood, gives a growth of 11% cents 
per tree per annum. Nine trees at the 
same place 10 years old 
of stove wood, equivalent 
34% cents per tree per annu 
ond five years.

However, leaving such big figures 
alone, it is safe to say that a blue-gum 
grove, year in and year out, if located 
within reasonable distance of a market, 
will be good for $50 per acre per annum 
net, with no fear of a failure of crops.

per acre, and yet, as Mr. Potts says, 
money-lenders in Los Angeles refuse to 
loan $100 per acre on a blue-gum grove 
three miles from the Courthpuse, because 
they say the land is not productive. It 
would be interesting to see any land that 
can be depended on to yield a profit of $50 
per acre, year after year, with as little 
trouble as that which is necessary for the 
growing of eucalyptus trees. If some of 
our land-owners who have vacant land in 
the neighborhood of Los Angeles, which 
they do not expect to utilize for some years 
to come, were to plant the land to blue 
gums, they would be surprised at the in- 
come which they would derive therefrom, 
whereas now, in many cases, the land is 
lying idle and entirely non-productive.

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THE REFERENDUM. 


A resolution is before the Legisla- 
ture for a constitutional amendment 
providing for the adoption of the ref- 
erendum. Under this plan, if a cer- 
tain humber of voters—the number is 
fixed at 30,000 in Switzerland, where 
the referendum is an established in- 
stitution—inay; by signing a petition 
to that effect, require that a law 
passed by the legislative branch of 
the government shall be submitted to 
the people for ratification or rejec- 
tion. If ratified, it becomes a law; if 
rejected, it has no valid force. 

The plan is said to work well in 
Switzerland, and there is much to be 
Said in its favor. It would undoubt- 
edly have the effect of defeating some 
bad legislation. But it would compli- 
Gate our electoral system. It ‘would 
Increase the number of elections, aud 
Consequently the cost thereof. If is 
the easiest thing in the world to get 
any number of signers to any sort of 
& petition—in fact, a petition for the 
Tepeal of the Lord's prayer would se- 
Sure thousands of names. Every act 
of any consequence passed by the 
Legislature would no doubt have to 
pass through the referendum ma- 
Chine before it became a law.

THE GOVERNMENT'S OPTION. 


Bonds of the government, payable 
“in coin,” can be paid in either gold or 
silver. This fact is indisputable. The 
United States is a sovereign nation, 
and if it chose to repudiate its debts, 
in whole or in part, there is no power 
outside of its own sovereignty to com- 
pel it to a different course of action. 


But, in the absence of a cific con- 
tract as to the metal of liquidation, 
the option as to which of the money 
metals shall be received in liquida- 
tion must reside with the payee, if 
true specie payment be maintained.. 
The government's bonded obligations 
have always been paid in gold, unless 
otherwise specifically agreed upon, 
and always must be so paid, so long 
as gold is the preferred metal of re- 
demption in the commercial world. 
For the government to use its sover- 
eign power to force a creditor to ac- 
cept liquidation in a metal less valu- 
able than gold would place the nation 
and all its business, public and pri- 
vate, upon the basis of the commer- 
cial value of the less valuable metal. 
The commercial value of gold is vir- 
tually the same as its coin value, the 
world over. The parity of gold and 
silyer can be maintained, in a limited 
sense, so long as the government re- 
frains from exercising fits sovereign 


option to pay in silver. Should it ex- 


ercise that option, even its sovereign 
power would not suffice to maintain 
a parity between metals worth intrin- 

If the government borrows a dollar, 
and, by its sovereign power, compels 
the lender to accept half a dollar in 
payment, it repudiates payment of 
tue half dollar which it refuses to 
pay: Neither acts of Congress nor 
Presidertial proclamations can alter 
this inexorable fact. 


While it is desirable that all possi- 
ble economy should be exercised in 
the conduct of State affairs, it is im- 
portant that the, work of reducing ex- 
penses should be conducted _ intelli- 
gently, and in such manner as not to 
impair the usefulness of any of the 
important State institutions. A Dill 
is pending before the Legislature pro- 
viding for the transfer of the State 
Mining Bureau to the State Univer- 
sity, and to eut off the appropriation 
for the State Mineralogist. As a large 
proportion of California’s products are 
those of the mine, a careful inquiry 
should be made as to the probable ef- 
fect of this measure before final ac-: 
tion is taken. That the Mining Bu- 
reau has done important work in the 
advancement of our mining interests, 
in the past, will not be denied. One 
of the field officers of the bureau has 
for some time past been in the South- 
ern California counties, examining 
into the oil deposits, and upon his re- 
port the oil men are relying, to a large 
extent, for accurate knowledge rela- 
tive to their, industry and its proba- 
ble futuro This is only one case 
among many. If work of so impor- 
tant a character is to be committed to 
the State University, ample provision 
should be made to have the work effi- 
ciently performed.

MEETING OF STOCKHOLDERS IN 
THE PROPOSED FACTORY. 


The Old Roard of Directors Re-elected 
Without Oppostion—The Reports 
Presented—News Notes 
and Personals. 


ANAHEIM, Feb. 11.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.) Early in the forenoon today 
the town ‘began to fill up with stockhold- 
ers in the Anaheim Co-operative Beet- 
sugar Company, and anticipations of there 
being a lively time at the annual meeting 
called to convene in this city at 2 p.m., 


were generally enterta‘ned. 


Promptly at the hour named the presi- 
dent of the board of directors, E. P. 
Fowler, called the meeting to order in 
Kroeger’s Hall, which was well filled 
with shareholders and spectators. 

The minutes of past meetings were read 
and approved and the roll call of stock- 
holders. was proceeded with, which de- 
veloped the fact that out of the whole 
number of 3949 shares there were repre- 
sent 3567. 

The report of a committee appointed 
at the last special meeting to audit the 
books of the company ,was given “tn, ac- 
companied by a very flatteri resolution 
of the adminisitration of a by the 
directors. 

The chair then announced that next in 
order of business was the election of a 
board of directors, which it was thought 
would start the anticipated explosion of 
expostulation, but it did not come. 

Before the nominations of candidates 
were proceeded with, Director Pierce of- 
fered a resolution of respect to the mem- 
ory of ©. W. Dimmick, whose death oc- 
curred some weeks since, and who was a 
member of the co-operative company. 
After the reading and adoption of the 
above, Judge McCoy moved that the 
present members of the board of directors 
be re-elected, which was seconded by 
Rev. Judkin of Westminster. Other nom- 
inations were called for and J. N. Bill, 
Tim Carroll, Max Nebelung, Peter Weisel, 
Dr. Pfenenger and T. H. Thompson were 
successively nominated and each in turn 

On motion the nominations were closed 
which left in nomination only the 
members of the old board, whereupon 
Mr. Young of Westminster moved that 
the secretary cast the ballot for said mem- 
bers, consisting of E. P. Fowler, H. H. 
Bartlett, Dr. B. V. Van Norman, E. J. 
French, F. J. Capitain, Charles Lathrop, 
and Judge H. A. Pierce. 

A statement of the prospects for a 
factory was called for and President 
Fowler informed the stockholders that 
at no time had the company n so near 
accomplishing the object of securing a 
sale of the bonds as at the present time 


owing to the public vilification of the 
board of directors, he had delayed tak- 
ing action until the present annual meet- 
ing of stockholders, at which time the 
members of the company should pass 
upon the acts of the directors. Their 
unanimous re-election shows that the 
disgruntled ones number but a few. 

Max Nebelung arose to ask from whence 
capital was to be secured. with which to 
carry on business in case the bonds were 
sold and the factory built, this point 
being the great sticker with those who 
were dissatisfied. 

Jutige Pierce replied at great length 
the extreme

A PROTEST. 
The following was sent to the Times 


office several days ago with a request 
for its publication. The document ex- 


plains itself: 
ANAHEIM, Feb. 1. 

To the Stockholders of the Anaheim 
Beet Sugar Company tlemen: The 
annual stockholder’s meeting on February 
11. 1895, drawing near, it would be wise 
to consider a few points to be discussed 
at said meeting. 

First. It has been stated upon reliable 
authority, that the bonds of the company 
are to be sold at 90 cents on the dollar, 
by the present board of directors, which 
on $300,000, would involve a loss to the 
stockholders of $30,000. 

Second. That the bonds will bear in- 
terest at the rate of 7% per cent., that 
is, 6 per cent. proper, and the aditional 
1% per cefit. to be deposited for taxes due 
on bonds pf company, to be paid into 
the sinking fund of the company upon 
proper evidence by the tax receipts of 
the company that all taxes have been 
paid upon all property held by the com- 


pany. : 

Third. Will it be advisable to sell the 
bonds now, ‘as it seems to be the policy 
of the board of diréctors not to commence 
operations now, but to have the factory 
built and ready for work for the season 
of 1896. Mr. Dyer has repeatedly stated 
iQ open meeting, that six months’ time 
would be all the time necessary to build 
the factory and have it ready for work. 

Therefore, the intention of the board 
to sell the bonds now involves another 
loss of $16,875, same being the interest 
on $300,000 for nine months, and again, 
why dispose of the bonds at the ruinous 
rate of 90 cents on the dollar, when said 
bonds should not be sold for any less 
than their face value, being secured by 
3000 acres of the best beet land in South- 
ern California, and the individyal respons- 
ibility of $125 for each share of stock 
subscribed. 

If the bonds were to be sold now, the 
company would receive at the rate of 90 
cents on the dollar, the sum of $270,000 
for them. The total cost of the factory 
will be $360,000, Mr. Dyer agreeing to 
take $100,000 in second mortgage bonds, 
bringing the bonded investment of the 
company up to $490,000, at 7% per cent. 
interest, and after the factory has been 
erected and paid for, $10,000 will be all 
that is left ‘pf the company as a working 
capital. In e meantime, the interest 
due on the above $300,000 at 7% per cent. 
will amount to $33,750 for eighteen 
months, provided the sale of the bonds 
is effected now. 

How to raise the $33,750 is the question, 
and it seems there is no other way than 
to assess the stockholders, taxing them 
at the rate of a little more than $11 per 
share for interest. 

On the other hand, if the bonds should 
not be sold until January 1, 1896, a sav- 
ing of interest alone, amounting to $16,- 
875 would be effected, besides giving the 
stockholders of the company an oppor- 
tunity of receiving a much better offer 
for the bonds. 

Now, in the face of the above allega- 
tions, it behooves the stockholders, one 
and all, to look before they leap, and con- 
sider every point carefully before they 
commit themselves by allowing the pres- 
ent board of directors to follow the plans 
indicated as above.

OUR HEALTH BOARDS. 


DR. GOODFELLOW’S STARTLING 
CONCLUSIONS. 


Preventive Measures Might Cause 
Disease—Strong Authorities are 
Cited—A Report that De- 
serves Attention. 


(Phoenix (Ariz.) Gazette:) As the mat- 
ter of a Territorial board of health came up 
yesterday before the present Legislature 


the views of Dr. George E. Goodfellow, |. 


Health Officer pro tem, during the cholera 
scare of 1893, may not prove altogether in- 
opportune. By far the greater portion of 
his report is devoted to the subject of sani- 
tation and boards of health. His conclu- 
sions are somewhat startling, and will 
doubtless provoke excited discussion, for 
he holds practically that we still know 
nothing about the cause or the prevention 
of epidemics, and that all boards of health 
are useless, expensive and infringements 
upon individual liberty. 

Furthermore, his theory 
conclusion that cholera and allied calami- 
ties flourish best under the regulations 
Modern sanita- 
tion insists upon the removal of all impuri- 
ties, such as decaying fruit, vegetable food 
of any kind, offal and tainted water. Yet, 
under the doctor’s theories, it is by these 
very conditions that epidemics are likely 
to be suppressed. Putrefication is simply 
the dissolving and breaking up of sub- 
stances into their harmless chemical efe- 
ments. 
zymotic germ encounters putrefying par- 
ticles it too is dissolved, broken up and 
rendered harmless by the process of disin- 
tegration. 

The conclusion from this theory follows 
that boards of health and efforts at sani- 
tary regulation are really, of very little 
practical benefit. In spite of fifty years of 
reasearches and sanitation,’’ says Dr. 
Goodfellow, not only has the cause of a 
single one of the zymotic diseases not been 
discovered, but not a single case can be 
shown to have been prevented.“ In proof 
of his views he cites the cholera of 1893, 
where 17,988 citizens of Hamburg were at- 
tacked and 7608 of them died. “Yet Ham- 


- burg was one of the healthiest and clean- 


est towns on the continent.“ The theory 
that cholera had been transported by the 
dirty Russian Jews, attacking the poorer 
quarters of the city; that the filth in the 
soil attracted the poison and that the mi- 
crobe flourished therein, was completely liis- 
proved. For some ‘weeks previous to the 
outbreak no Russian Jews entered the 
city. Hamburg’s water supply was found 
to be pure during the entire epidemic. In 
fact, her sanitary condition was better than 
ever before, yet she lost in 1893 nearly five | 
times as many citizens as she had in eny | 
greatest previous death rate ng a 

Surg.-Maj. J. M. Cunningham of the 
British army, after careful experimenta- 
tion, says: 

“The cause of cholera, what governs its 
distribution and its relative incidence in 
different places, is still as inscrutable as 
when the disease first appeared. It is 
not regulated by conditions of filth and 
cleanliness. Quarantine, isolation and 
disinfection have utterly failed to prevent 
or arrest its outbreak among European 
troops.“ 
Koch himself gave the knock-out blow 
to the anti-filth theory by admitting that 
his celebrated cholera generating bacillus, 
if brought into a putrified liquid contain- 
img putrefactive bacteria, would not come 
to development, and, if put into a sink or 
cess „ would promptly die, so that 
“there would be no need for disinfection.” 

United States Surgeon-General Stern- 
berg says the bacillus grows in bouillon 
and sterilized milk, river and well water, 
whereby the very means taken to prevent 
disease would seem to incite it. 

“Equally convincing evidence,” adds 
Dr. Goodfellow, is available for all so- 
called filth, or zymotic, and contagious 
diseases, smallpox, diphtheria, scariet fe- 
ver, tuberculosis, ete.“ 

“All this may seem a plea for dirt, an 
apotheosis of filth, but it is not. I hold 
that cleanliness, instead of being next to 

odliness, is a little ahead of that un 

quality, but I also hold stoutly 
to the belief that such cleanliness is not 
to be attained by State interference with 
individual liberty nd the taxation of 
many to accomplish no more than the 
breeding of a pest disease and office- 
holders, whose only Object is to filch from 
the public treasury and to provide offices 
for political frauds and incapables.“ 

Heterodox, as the\doctor’s assertions 
may appear, it would seem that this re- 
port might well be printed and carefully 
studied. If sanitary legislation accom- 
plishes no good, but possibly harm; if it 
infringes on individual freedom unneces- 
sarily and adds very considerably to the 
taxpayers’ burdens, then, in the interest 
of good government, it needs material 
modification at least. *

Matter— The High School Heat- 
ing Apparatus Changes 
of Teachers. 


At j@st 8 o’clock the Board of Educa- 
tion was called to order by President 
Hale last night, The full board except 
Mr. Pitman, was present. There were 


Bpectators in the gallery and lobby, al- 
though neither of them was filled. 

A petition from Mrs. G. Steckwald, and 
number of others was presented, urging 
that the pupils ot the public schools be 
not permitted to participate in the fiesta 
parade. 

A similar petition from citizens of the 
Bighth Ward was also presented. 

The special committee, to which had 
been referred the question of the advis- 
ability of the participation of the public 
echool children in La Fiesta, reported as 
follows: . 

„We recommend that the request be 
granted, with the understanding that all 
drilling be done by imembers of the 
schools, selected by the children and 
teachers or by. some one provided by the 
fiesta managers, who shall be indorsed 
by the teacher of physical culture, C. J. 
Rohde; that the drilling be done after 
sebcol hours and on Saturdays, and that 
ihe teachers may take part in the drill- 
ing and parade or not as they may 
elect, but recommend that they be not 
compelled, either directly or indirectly to 
do so, that no time for drilling or pre- 


or that it be allowed in any way to in- 
terfere with the schools, except that the 
week immediately preceding fiesta week 
they may take not to exceed one hour per 
day for drill and preparation; and further 
reccmmend that the schools be closed the 
entire flesta week.“ 

A discussion over the question of the 
adoption of the report was. participated 
in by Dr. Willis, Mr.. Kennedy and Mr. 
Simonton. Mrs. Variel was alto heard on 
the matter. 
A motion by Mr. Simonton to amend the 
report by providing that no time for 
drilling shall be taken from school hours 
until the Thursday night preceding fiesta 
week, ‘and that Friday, with the inter- 
vening Saturday, be set apart for drilling, 
Was accepted: by Dr. Wills and the report 
was adopted as thus amended.

Twelve Received for the National 
: Guard Signal Corps. 


Maj. M. T. Owens, commander of the 
First Brigade, Signal Corps, N.G.C., re- 


medals from the adjutant-general, to be 
distributed among the crack shots cf bis 
command who have won that distinction at 
the targets.

Paper. 

What the Several Parties in Interest 
Say About it—Statement of the 
Man Who Found the 
Rolls of Paper.

“The above sum will de paid by the 
Herald Publishing Company for the re- 
covery of the San Pedro Harbor memorial 
rolls, and thé arrest and conviction of the 
person or persons who stole them from 
the Herald business office, in the Bradbury 
Block, between the hours of 6 and 7:45 
o’clock, Tuesday evening, January 29, 1895. 

“The San Pedro memorial has been 
stolen! Beat the tom-tom! Raise a cy- 
clone! Defeat the designs of the octopus— 
the Southern Pacific of Kentucky, that 
would thwart the free will of the great 
American public! 

„We want a lot of free advertising. We 
are the only friend of the people against 
the grasping class that would reduce them 
to slavery. We are poor, but we are vir- 
tuous, so whoop it up—rally, rally, save 
San Pedro, and ring in 20,000 before the 
week is out!“ 

Such was the lay the morning con- 
temporary, the Herald, raised, and it 
spared no pains to lay its woes before an 
open-mouthed world. 

A reward was posted, the whole force 
of a detective agency was ostensibly re- 
tained, reporters were detailed, and the 
whole force of searchers could be seen 
‘scurrying about through the city, wild- 
eyed and short of breath, seeking to re- 
cover the property. 

very day pages were devoted to the 
sensation and ail the changes known to 
fakirdom were rung on the soon-thread- 
bare theme and the aforesaid contem- 
porary thought it had the supposed-to-be- 
verdant citizens of the city, and environs 
burning with righteous indignation. 

The day after the theft, enormous 
„care“ heads adorned the front page of 


the Herald and pages and columns were 


devoted to the outrage.“ The people 

xpected to rise up in their might 
and howl with the Herald. But the know- 
ing one winked the other eye. The 
learned reader ‘looked over the columns 
of red-hot dry rot and calmly awaited de- 
velopments.

In fact, one of the staff showed him 
through the local rooms and pointed out 
in detail where the rolls were found and 
where they had reposed until yesterday, 
and then again wysteriously Jisappeare:!. 

Sackett Cornell was the first person in- 
terviewed and he : es, the rolls 
were found all right on the stoop up at 
New High and Franklin. I went into the 
building Wednesday night about 9:30, and I 
saw two bundles lying there in the litter 
of. trash, but paid no attention to them. 
When I went out they were there yet. 

„Next morning I was in there with 
Mr. Gaffey, when a hobo came in and 
told him the lost San Pedro rolls were 
lying on the porch. Never saw a man’s 
face change so when he looked at the 
things. Of course I smelt the mice as 
soon as it came out, it was so t, 
so I watched his face to see.“ 

Mr. Cornell said a lot of other things 
too numerous to mention and kindly es- 
corted the Times man 2 to the office 
and introduced him to Mr. Clough, the 
news editor. 

When the question was put to him he 
could hardly repress a war-whoop and

of it. 

“I never knew it was found,“ said he 
Pleasantly. “‘Was it found? I don’t know 
arything about it. Very unfortunate af- 
fair.” And he beamed over his glasses, 
though behind the beam there was the 
glint of a subdued something that por- 
tended war. Why in the devil wasn’t 
I instructed in this matter!“ drifted 
through a partition as the Times man 
meandered down the steps and hailed the

The gentleman's name is L. A. Major, 
who, when he isn’t selling A. P. A. 
literature, is sitting on the porch to 
tell the bewildered visitor where to find 
the business office. 

“Oh, yes, I found the rolls,“ said he. 
“It was Wednesday morning at 10 o’clock 
as I was coming up stairs and noticed the 
bundles there. I thought they were work- 
men’s tools or something, but when I 
got close I saw under the paper wrappers, 
I saw what made my blood run cold— 
the memorial. I examined it to make 
sure and then told Mr. Gaffey and that 
tall fellow that was always with him. 

“They took them inside, and that’s the 
last I saw of em. I noticed that they had 
all been unrolled and that many names 
had been checked, but I didn’t notice any 
parts cut away.“ 

Mr. Gaffey was seen yesterday after- 
noon. The memorial, or rather the muti- 
lated remains, he said, had been found on 
the steps leading to the Herald business 
office. The reason that this fact had not 
been made public, Mr. Gaffey said, was 
because they had detectives at work, and 
it was believed that the bold, bad thief 
might be captured.

SAN DIEGO, Feb. 11.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.) Whoop la! Citizens of the 
bay ’n climate awoke this morning to be 
tickled with a new sensation. Prof. Harr 
W is again to the front. This man 
was the champion of the California Sav- 
ings Investment Company, until drafts on 
that concern in payment of Wagner's 


bills were returned dishonored, then Wag- 


ner stopped abusing The Times for expos- 
ing this fake investment Company and 
ceased encouraging Californians to invest 
in a company which offered to pay 27 per 
cent. per annum simple interest on in- 
vestments.

On the desert there are 365 days, 
for trees, plants, cereals and all things 
that spring from the earth to grow. 
Twelve full, fervid months, while in most 
Places there are but three, six or seven 
at the furthest. This desert has been 
waiting for rain, the reservoir, the arte- 
sian wonder. It will come. Thousands 


will enjoy the ripe fruit of the warm, 


genial desert while others wait for its 
blossoms in other sections. The desert is 
great. It is proposed to build a city of 
gardens on the desert. And there will 
follow schools, churches, sanitariums and 
social conditions. “The desert climate is 
the only climate that will absolutely heal, 
by its very dryness, diseases of the throat 
and lungs.

William Blake, father-in-law of Louisa 
Phillips, will celebrate his eighty- fifth 
birthday oh Thursday of this week.
